Trado Mnnop olien That Were Almost Sav- 
>«£«■ In Their Op eration. 
Ap p rentices became no better than 
serfs ami slaves. 
They were not merely 
p itilessly fined and brutally p unished, 
they were often left in ignorance of the 
eialt that they had p urchased the right 
to learn. 
In that frightful social and 
moral revulsion following the long and 
devastating wars of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries the corp orations 
became more determined than ever to 
maintain their 
industrial 
aristocracy 
and monop oly. 
They lefused to admit 
any trade less ancient and honorable 
than their own to the rights and p rivi­ 
leges of the law; they soiled themselves 
by contact with no p erson of iilegiti- 
mate birth; and in their savage and re 
lentless p ursuit of p ersons engaged in 
unauthorized tiatfie they invaded tin* 
homes of contraband work men, confis­ 
cating both their tools and the hidden 
p roducts ef their toil, leaving them and 
their families destitute and starving. 
To such absurd lengths w a s the crea­ 
tion of corp orations carried for the p ro 
duetion of in w taxes and new p laces for 
court favorites that occup ations lik e tin 
teaching of dancing, the selling of flow­ 
ers and the catching of birds were or­ 
ganized, and homogeneous occup ations 
lik e the hatinuk ers’ 
and 
carp enters’ 
were divided and subdivided beyond tIn­ 
comp rehension

But few, however, are so 
healthy but they need to pay some a t­ 
tention to this organ, and when one is 
ill with any serious disease this be­ 
comes more and more necessary. 
One 
physician has found f advantageous to 
have patients sufferi :ig w ith fever chew 
occasionally some aromatic 
gum to 
stim ula te the secretions of the mouth 
and wash out or destroy micro organ­ 
isms or fermentation going on there. 
Another has accomplished the same end 
by having the patient chew some splin- I 
ter*i of fresh pine wood. 
Dr. Roseufield ! 
g ives quite full directions for cleansing ! 
the mouth under such circumstances. 
He says that “ in children and very old , 
persons 'tie less solid food taken the j 
greater should be the care with the 
mouth. They should rinse it out several 
times a day with lukewarm water con­ 
taining a little common salt, tincture 
of myrrh or eau de cologne added to 
stimulate secretion. 
When there is a 
tendency to bleeding of tiie gums or 
when the teeth arc bad, a pinch of pow­ 
dered one acid may be twie* daily rub­ 
bed in bi tween the lips and gums. 
Pa ­ 
tients wdtJ i false teeth should remove 
them when they cannot take solid food. 
“ Pa tients with 
fever should have 
something 
to drink—cold 
water or 
weak lemonade— at least every hour. 
One must not w a it till tin* patient asks 
for a drink. Besides preventing dryness, 
the fluid maintains the a ctivity of the 
glands and the whole function of the 
mucous membrane. 
Many patients are 
prevented from drinking by a painful, 
dry and cracked condition of the lips, 
and 
therefore 
a ll 
feverish 
patients 
should, 
from 
the commencement of 
their illness, have their lips rubbed sev­ 
eral times a day with vaseline. 
In pro­ 
tracted cases of fever the mouth m a y 
also be swabbed out with oil or greatly 
diluted g lycerin.— New York Ledger.

A D im inutiv e Animal T h at Yo u Can Find 
In W ater. 
He really looks very much like a 
bear, though you must put him under a 
powerful microscope to see the resem­ 
blance. 
The extraordinary thing, how­ 
ever, about this tiny creature is that be 
is found in the gutters of houses, where 
he is at one time dry as dust and scorch­ 
ed by the blazing sun, at another active 
and full of life under a refreshing 
shower of rain. 
The w ater bear is one of the Rotifer 
animalcules, and is of all of them the 
most capable of standing any extremes 
of temperature without giving up the 
ghost. 
He may lie left dried up for 
months, even years, and yet on being 
put into water will expand and begin 
moving about and feeding vigorously. 
Although he cannot stand boibng w a­ 
ter, he will live 
111 dry heat at a far 
higher temperature, even up to 260 
degrees F. 
One has actually been kept 
iu vu mum for ‘10 days with su phuric 
acid iiid chloride of calcium without 
losing his capability of revivification. 
As for the reason why, it seems the 
little beasts’ bodies are chiefly com­ 
posed of albumen, which, it is well 
known, will stand a very high tem per­ 
ature without losing 
its 
solubility. 
Then, too, they are provided with two 
skins, one over the other, and these 
skins are wonderfully tough and elastic. 
The w ater bear has the scientific 
name of tardigrada, because he takes 
life so easy. 
He is always fat and 
plump and spends his waking periods 
in constantly grubbing with his four 
pairs of legs among whatever rubbish 
comes in his way. 
Having eyes, brain 
and a nervous system, he is much ahead 
of his tribe, and is altogether one of the 
most interesting and amusing little an i­ 
mals known to science.— London Tit- 
Bits.
